Tre 7th April 1879 must ever be con- 
sidered a redletter day in the annals of 
‘the Hongkong Chamber of Commerce, 
The members enjoyed the privilege of a 
private meeting ‘with Sir Thomas Wade, 
‘and bad the satisfaction of learning from 
him that they were'all labouring under 
a grave mental hallucination in regard 
‘lto the blockade of the harbour by the 
Chinese Customs’ Cruisers—the result 
no doubt of imperfect secretion and. assi- 
milation—and that, when a healthier 
tone was restored to their respective Bys- 
tems, their imaginary grievance would 
disappear “‘ like the baseless fabri of a 
vision,” leaving no trace behind. Owing 
to the peculiar conditions under which 
the meeting was held, wo have been 
unable to give a verbatim report of the 
Minister’s remarks, but we believe we 
are substantially acoutate in stating that 
he spoke to this effect :-—~ 
There is no such thing as a blockade 
of Hongkong, ‘The Chinese Government 


| is acting. quite within ita right in adopt- 


ing whatever measures it pleases to exact 
48 much revenue as it can, from yeasels 


_}ivlonging to its own subjects, - wherever 


they may be found, ‘The methods of 
collection{may be oppressive to the jook- 
owners, and most injurious to the inte- 
rests of the Colony, but the strongest 
language that can properly. be applied to 
them is that they. are-unfriendly and 
ifiiberal, perbaps you may add barbarous. 
They, however, involve no infringement 
of treaty obligation, nor any violation of 
international law, and there is really. no 


| ground for diplomatic interference, 


If such principles were generally ac- 
cepted by civilized nations, as the basis 
upon, which their intercourse with each 
other was to be regulated, we fear that 
the pen of the diplomatist would, far 
more frequently than at present, have to 
be -ekchanged for the sword of the]

From the accounts which: ve have given 
of the Central Column our readers will re- 
member that on Jan, 22 this column was 
divided’into three parts. Tho rearmost 
portion of the column, which consisted only:

Bromhead, occupied a position about a mile 


and a half to the north of Rorke's Drift,:

Their only protection against 
the Zulus consisted of meal bags, and they 
were 60 low that’ anyone who, had pluck 
enough could have jumped over them.” 
‘Tho writer adds:—The Chief feels our 
misfortune very keenly ; but nobody hexo 
blamos him for it, as we all think hud—— 
stuck to his camp nothing of the sort could 


have occurred.”
